AMERICA DAY AND FIRST DAYS OF EXHIBITION 

1. PHOTOGRAPHY USA OPENED ON OCTOBER 13 AT BUCHAREST’S 
THIRD INTERNATIONAL TRADE FAIR. AS PART OF HIS TOUR OF 
EXHIBITS FOLLOWING INAUGURAL OPENING OF FAIR, PRESIDENT 
CEAUSESCU, ACCOMPANIED BY HIS WIFE, PRIME MINISTER MANEA 
MANESCU, FOREIGN TRADE MINISTER ION PAT AN, AND OTHER HIGH 
OFFICIALS, MADE TEN MINUTE TOUR OF EXHIBIT. PARTY WAS ESCORTED 
BY AMBASSADOR, USIA ASSISTANT DIRECTOR JOHN W. SHIRLEY, PROJECT 
DIRECTOR RICHARD SUIB, FIELD DIRECTOR KEN NIGLIS, AND PAO. 

2. CEAUSESCU'S ORIGINAL OPENING CEREMONY SCHEDULE INCLUDED VISIT 
TO PHOTOGRAPHY USA EXHIBIT AS LAST STOP AFTER VISITING OTHER 
PAVILIONS (INCLUDING DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE EXHIBIT) BUT HE 
DECIDED AT ONE POINT TO FOREGO STOP. HOWEVER, FOLLOWING CON- 
VERSATION WITH AMBASSADOR AND TRADE MINISTER PATAN, 

CEAUSESCU CHANGED HIS MIND ONCE AGAIN AND MADE VISIT. 

DURING TOUR HE STATED TO AMBASSADOR THAT PURPOSE OF VISIT WAS 
TO ENCOURAGE COMPLETION OF STALLED NEGOTIATIONS WITH U.S. 
COMPANY REGARDING MANUFACTURE OF PHOTO SENSITIVE PAPER IN 
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ROMANIA. CEAUSESCU NOTED IN JEST THAT AMBASSADOR AND PATAN 
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COULD COMPLETE THESE NEGOTIATIONS IN HONOR OF THE RCP XI PARTY 
CONGRESS BEING HELD NEXT MONTH. MINISTER PATAN COMMENTED AT 
CLOSE OF VISIT THAT "WHENEVER WE VISIT A PAVILION, WE COME OUT 
WITH A IOINT VENTURE," A REMARK MADE IN JEST, BUT REFLECTIVE 
OF ROMANIAN INTEREST IN JOINT VENTURES AND OTHER COMMERCIAL 
ARRANGEMENTS WITH U.S.; EXHIBIT PROVIDES UNIQUE OPPORTUNITY TO 
DISCUSS THESE MATTERS. 

3. MRS. ELENA CEAUSESCU, A PROFESSIONAL CHEMIST WITH CONSIDER- 
ABLE INFLUENCE IN SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL AFFAIRS IN ROMANIA 
DISPLAYED PARTICULAR FASCINATION IN THE HOLOGRAPH DISPLAY AND 
ALL ASPECTS OF THE SCIENTIFIC PHOTOGRAPHY ABOUT WHICH SHE 
POSED MANY QUESTIONS. 

4. PHOTOGRAPHY WORKSHOP COMMENCED OCTOBER 14 WITH COOP- 
ERATION OF ROMANIAN ASSOCIATION OF PHOTOGRAPHERS. DAILY 
SESSIONS TO DATE HAVE INVOLVED FULL CAPACITY PARTICIPATION 
OF VERY RESPONSIVE AUDIENCE. EXHIBIT SPECIALISTS PROVIDING 
EXCEPTIONAL IMPACT. 

5. EXHIBIT ATTENDANCE VERY IMPRESSIVE FROM FIRST DAY 
WHEN THERE WERE 15,000 VISITORS BETWEEN 1230 AND 1800 HOURS. 

6. PRESS PREVIEW ON OCTOBER 1 1 REPORTED IN BUCHAREST 4718. 
ROMANIAN TV COVERED PRESIDENTIAL WALK-THROUGH AND LATER THIS 
COVERAGE PLAYED ON NATIONAL TELEVISION (10 SECOND SLOT ALONG 
WITH OTHER FAIR ACTIVITIES). RCP DAILY SCINTEIA CARRIED 

LARGE PHOTO OF CEAUSESCU WALK-THROUGH INCLUDING AMBASSADOR, 
ASSISTANT DIRECTOR SHIRLEY, AS WELL AS EXHIBIT DESIGNER 
RICHARD SUIB AND KEN NIGLIS. 

7. MOST POPULAR SECTION TO DATE FEATURES POLAROID CAMERA 
AND PICTURES TAKEN ON SPOT AND PRESENTED TO ROMANIANS. THE 
SCIENTIFIC AREA, THEATER, AND LAST GALLERY DRAWING MOST 
ATTENTION. 

8. AMERICA DAY AT 

PHOTOGRAPHY USA PAVILION ON OCTOBER 15 DREW APPROXIMATELY 
300 VISITORS FROM DIVERSE ROMANIAN INSTITUTIONS. REPRESENTATIVES 
OF COUNCIL FOR SOCIALIST CULTURE AND EDUCATION, HEADED BY 
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VICE PRESIDENT ION JINGA, WERE PRESENT AND EXPRESSED THIER 
SATISFACTION AND PLEASURE WITH EXHIBIT TO AMBASSADOR 
AND OTHER EMBOFFS PRESENT. THIS ORGANIZATION WILL 
SPONSOR EXHIBIT IN PROVINCES EARLY NEXT YEAR. MAJORITY OF
